The Word natural, then, can in this Reſpect 
imply no more than when we apply it to a Child 
born in a State of Nature, or an Idiot; in which Senſe 
it is oppoſed to legitimate, or Wiſe, In either Senſe, 
Male- contents and Rebels are, for me, welcome to 
call the Pretender or his Son, a natural Prince; while 
I join with all thoſe, who wiſh well to theLIBERTIES, 
to the Coxsr 11 T ION of Britain, in bleſſing Gop, 
that we live under a legitimate, or coxsr 1 u- 
TIONAL KING, whoſe beſt Title to the Crown 
is from the Voice of the People in Parliament ; 
and in praying that our Conſtitution may continue, 
in this and all other Reſpects, in the ſame Purity 
and Vigour; that we may ever retain a grateful 
Remembrance of the HAPPY REevoLuTion in 
1688, which reſtored and eſtabliſhed our overturn- 
ed Conſtitution, our civil and religious Liberties, 
and that we may never ſtand in need of another!

—Ourſeſves, and 
from Ourſelves: only :—A King, who acts but by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of his Parliament, is not 
to be blamed. Such a King may poſſib ly have a cor- 
rupt and wicked Miniſtry unknown to him. But, 
if ever any Incroachment be made on the Liberties 
or Properties of the Subject, and paſs unpyniſhed, 
unredreſſed, it is more than probable, the People 
themſelves will be found principally to blame: For, 
bey wil aſſuredly be 
ſerved juſtly and faithfully, But, if ever they ap- 
point Members fooliſbly, laviſhly or gorruptly, they 
may expect to be bartered and ſold like Slaves, for 
the private Gain of the Purchaſer, and they will de- 
ſerve no better Fate.

berty of the Preſs. Then, Mr. Miller, the Print- 
Scraper, was examined, and aſked, why he preſu- 
med to-publiſh ſuch an Advertiſement ? He an- 
e 1 ſwered 
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ſwered, as became a free Briton, ©* Becauſe it was his 
Trade to make Prints and ſell them: His Sale de- 
pended upon his Advertiſement: In his Country, 
in England, it was not criminal to make Prints and. 
advertiſe them, and he knew no Law in this Coun- 
try againſt it.“ Ss ts 


Uyox this, he was ordered to withdraw, which, 


by the Advice of ſome humane Member, he did 
very effectually, and happily for him and his Fami- 


ly: For, he had ſcarce got beyond the Precincts of 
the Houſe, when the prime Agent in Mr. Lucas's 
Perſecution moved, that Miller ſhould be committed 
cloſe Priſoner to his Majeſty's Goal of Newgate, 


which paſſed in the Affirmative. . * 


Wau thoſe, who ſhould be the Promoters and 
Guardians of the puBLIc LIBERTIES, the faith- 
ful Counſellors, Repreſentatives and Miniſters of the 
Prot, thus ſpoil them of every Right and Privi- 
ledge of Subjects, what muſt become of the whole 
Nation? Attacks made by the firſt or ſecond Eſtate 
upon the Liberties of the Subject, have often been 
refrained by the third; but, when thoſe, who ſhould. 
be a Balance againſt, and a Check upon, theſe, in- 
vade the Rights of their Ward, where are the un- 
happy People to ſeek Redreſs?
